Dorsey Drivers Attend Meeting And “Learn To Drive’ New Trucks Saturdav

A meeting of all Dorsey 
Trailers, Inc., over-the-road 
‘truck drivers was held on 
Saturday, November 5, at Hol- 
ley’s Restaurant. 


The purpose of the meeting 
was to familiarize the drivers 
with new trucks that have been 
leased from Saunders Leasing 
Company. 


The new trucks are built 
by International, and are equipp- 
ed with Cummins formula 190 
engines, which are known in the 
industry as ‘‘fuel squeezer’’ en- 
gines. The fuels savings is 
brought about by a new concept 
that allows maximum horse- 
power at low RPM’s. 


In attendance were Dorsey 
truck drivers and company 
officials, along with Saunders 
officials, including their driv- 
er training safety engineer from 
Birmingham. 
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We keep hearing people argue-that the Alabama Public Ser 
vice Commission has some sort of control over our electric 


rates in Elba. Again we say this ain't so! Buying through 
co-ops, ALL controls are in Washington or with the*local 
utHity board. This includes the fuel adjustment rates also 


Folks at Dorsey Trailers are using some new tractor-trucks 
to deliver the trailers built at the local plant. While we read 
that the federal government is pushing for us-to all drive cars 
that get 25or 30 miles pergallon, the folks at Dorsey are dream- 
ing of getting six miles per gallon on their big trucks! 


The Elba School Board is moving ahead with some remodeling 
at the high school lunehroom and trying to plan some other 
remodeling. When they get much past the lunehroom, however, 
they are needing a buneh of money. They have had several 
suggestions on securing this money and haven't really settled 
on any one. The most popular seems to be a refinancing of 
the present 2¢ gasoline tax bonds. However, this wouldn't 
bring enough to do everything and would increase interest on 
$200,000 i.om 4% to over 6%. Also the school board can’t 
do this. it has to be done by the city couneil, which would 
also have to furnish any additional money needed. I haven't 

seen all the details, but I don’t like borrowing 6% money to 
pay off 4% money, plus any additional money from the city 
would be like getting blood from a turnip. $200,000 at 6% 
is $4000 a year more that the same amount at 4%. Thing 
to decide is if remodeling the auditorium and painting some 
halls; is worth a $475,000 bond issue for 30 years at over 
6% interest. Not all of the 475 would be for this remodeling. 
Remember $200,000 would be to pay off existing 4% bonds.

THE SIN PROBLEM Il 


“For I acknowledge my 
transgressions; and my Sin Is 
ever before me. Against thee 
thee only, have I sinned and 
done this evil in thy sight...’ 
Psalm 51:3-4. 

In dealing wit the sin pro- 
blem, the Psalmist clearly 
defines two primary principles. 
He recognizes that the sin pr ‘ob- 
lem involves the offender, and, 
the offended. Urjtil these two 
things are brought into proper 
focus, there can be no solution 
to the problem of sin. 

In acknowledging his sin and 
in confesing that it is always 
in his mind and heart, the wri- 
ter identifies himself as the of- 
fender. Too much of the time 
individuals seek to avoid the 
total implicationS of the sin 
problem through a series of 
rationalizations that are de- 
Signed to lessen the guilt of 
the ._person involved. One fav- 
orite tactic is to pass the buck to 
someone else and so avoid per- 
sonal condemnation. After all, 
the reasoning goes, was not 
someone else responsible for 
either conditioning me to sin 
or providing the temptation to 
sin? Why should I be held 
responsible? In addition, the 
rationalizing process convinces 
the individual that his sin is not 
so bad. The cunning of the hu 
man mind offers even more rea- 
sons for avoiding personal re- 
sponsibility for the sin problem 
However, man cannot approach 
God and find forgiveness until 
he is ready and willing to ad- 
mit and confess that he has sin- 
ned and that his sin is hein- 
ous and despicable 

Even when the itadividual 
is ready to accept personal 
responsibility for his sin, there 
‘is an additional stumbling block 
to complete forgiveness and 
right relationship to God. All 
too often, the clear reality that 
individual sin has hurt some 
other person stands in the way 
of accepting the fact that God 
is the chief one who is offend- 
ed by our sil This is not 
to imply that sin does not have 
implications for those whoare 
loved by the sinner--of course 
they are hurt However, it 
is because God is the moral 
ruler of the universe that the 
Psalmist can Say, ‘Against 
thee, and thee only have | sinn- 
ed. The enormity of the of- 
fense against God causes ev- 
erything else to pale into in-

He stepped out on the back 
porch, took aim at some chick- 
ens roosting in a nearby tree 
and shot one. ‘‘Blam, blam,” 
sounded his gun and a couple 
more chickens fell to the 
ground Within minutes, the 
water was hot enough to clean 


them and soon the chickens

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Free Drain Pipes Cost County $25,000, Mullins Tells Commission Monday 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion held its first meeting of 
the month on Monday, Novem- 
ber 14 at the courthouse in 


‘Enterprise. They again failed 


to act on a request by County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins that 
the county end the policy of 
giving away drainage pipe to 
county residents. 

“We gave away over $25,000 
worth of pipe last year,’’ said 
Mullins, ‘‘and I again urge you 
to end the policy of giving away 
the pipe.”’ 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby spoke upand suggested 
cutting off the policy imme- 
diately. However, Commis- 
sioner Bennie Beckham said, 
‘I think we should set a future 
date to stop giving away pipe. 
This way the public would have 
a chance to get pipe if they 
need it,’’ 

Continuing, Beckham stated, 
‘If the request is not justified, 
we will not accept it. If they 
do need it, I feel it’s our re- 
sponsibility to give it to them.”’ 

Engineer Mullins told the 
commission that the county 
would adopt the same policy 
as the state: ‘‘If they provide 


the pipe, we will cover it up.’’ 
Commissioner Hornsby re- 
peatedly told the commission 


he would make a motion to end 
the policy of giving away pipe, 
but -no other commissioner in- 
dicated he would second the 
motion. The discussion again 
ended without -any action being 
taken on the controversial 
issue: 


The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present except Max Reeves, 
who was ill and unable to at- 
tend. Present were Probate 
Judge James Sawyer, Com- 
mission Clerk Brunease Wins- 
ton and Commissioners Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Bennie 
Beckham, Jack Hornsby and 
Don Smith. 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on the up- 
dating and maintenance of the 
county’s tax maps and records 
for the recently completed fis- 
cal year. Bids received were: 
$7,500 from Rogers Drafting 
Inc. of Dothan (for mapping 
only); $18,040 from Mack 
McKinney of Enterprise (ap- 
praisal work and updating rec- 
ords); $10,937.50 from South- 
ern Cadastral of West Point, 
Mississippi (mapping only); and 
$13,900 from James H. Moore 
of Montgomery (updating and 
maintenance of records). The 


only bidder to enter a bid on 
both services was Coston Bar- 
low of Elba. Mr. Barlow bid 
$14,500 on appraisal work and 
$9,500 on mapping. 


Mr. Ken Green of the State 
Revenue Department was pre- 
sent at the opening of the bids, 
and discussed the qualifications 
and references of the various 
bidders. The commission asked 
Mr. Green to check the quali- 
fications of the bidders, and 
decided to delay awarding the 
contract until Green completes 
his study. 


Mr. John W. Henderson, 
president of the Enterprise 
Banking Company, submitted a 
request on behalf of the bank that 
it be re-appointed the county de- 
pository for the coming year. 
The commission voted unani- 
mously ,to continue-using the 
Enterprise Banking Company as 
the depository for county funds. 
‘Mr. James Wise of the Ino 
Community was next toaddress 
the commission, and he stated: 
‘“‘When the county put in the 
new road by my house (in the 
1950’s), they promised to 
maintain the driveway to my 
house. Well, the driveway is 


in bad shape, and | fell I am 
being left out in the cold, be- 
cause the old commissioners 
promised me the drive would 
be maintained.”’ 

Commissioner Beckham 
told Mr. Wise, ‘‘If we fix your 
driveway, we will have to fix 
everybody's. We will honor the 
actions of the previous com- 
missioners when we can, but 
they did things that’ we can no 
longer do.”’ 

The commission told Mr. 
Wise it would take no action 
on his request, and before leay- 
ing Wise said, ‘‘I don’t think 
it’s fair for taxpayers not to 
be able to get work done when 
they need it. Especially with 
the high taxes now!”’ 

Engineer Leslie Mullins re- 
sponded by saying ‘‘The people 
should know that only a small 
part of ad valorem taxes are 
used to fix roads. The road 
money comes from gasoline 
taxes.’’ 


Mr. Ned Folmar addressed 
the commission and presentéd 
it with $1,150 he raised through 
donations for the County For- 
estry Commission. The ‘‘Bud- 
get Committee’ had informed 
Folmar it would fund the For- 
estry Commission $15,000 if

Following the reading and 
adopting of the minutes, May- 
or Hunko informed the coun- 
cil that H.U.D. had turned 
down a request for low rent- 
al housing in Kinston due-to 
a lack of funds.

The couneil agreed to pur- 
chase a new fire-plug-to re- 
place a plug-near the school 
that is broken. The old plug 
will be repaired and kept in 
storage. 

City Clerk Peggy Cain 
passed out -results of the re- 
cent audit of the city, and the 
couneil decided to study the

$7000 in total cash balance, 
but that over $6000 is ear- 
marked for special use.

Christmas decorations for 
the city were discussed with 
the couneil agreeing to check 
into the costs of new decora- 
tions. The matter will again 
be discussed at the next 
meeting. 

Couneilman Dewey Adams 
pledged to donate $1000 to 
the Athletic Club to help pur- 
chase additional school land. 
The land consists of a 4 
acre tract, at a cost of $8000.
